GET FINE STORY OF THE WIFE OF WALTER EARP 

' It hasn*t been easy to trace out the involved lineage of the family of Wyatt Berry 
Stapp Earp, and one reason ceme to light this week when John Kneen, 205 South Fourth 
Street, came in with a fine story about Earp's grandmother, rs, Martha Earp which 
told she had 237 living descendants when she died about 75 years ago, lrs, Earp, 
whose husband, Walter Earp, died at Monmouth Jamary 30, 1853. ‘She died September 
24, 1881, 

Mir, Kneen is a desdendant of Andrew J, Eby and Sally Anne Earp who were married 
May 6, 1847, soon after the EFarps came here from Kentucky, Sally Anne was a sister 
of Nicholas Earp a father of \iyatt Earp,

Story of Grandmother 

One cf Mrs, Walter Earp's sons, J,D.Earp, put together the fascinating story of the 
woman whose grandson's name, Wyatt Earp, still stirs every small boy and many men 
who are following the TV show, The story, substantially as he wrote it, is as 
follows: 

Martha Egrp wes born in North Carolina Aug 28, 1790, her father, whose surname 
was Early (given name forgotten) was killed a few years efter the Revolutionary 
wer, “hen she was an infant her mother died and she went to live with an uncle,John 
Gomer, who moved to Virginia soon after, She lived there until she mas married to 
Walter Earp in 1809, 

They both professed religion and joined the Nethodist Episcopal church under the 
ministry of Nicholas Porter. In the fall of 1813 Walter Earp and his wife with their 
three children, the youngest being an infant, emigrated to Kentucky stopping in Tenn- 
essee for two or three years, somewhere near “the Cumberland River, They then moved 
to Kentucky and Settled in Russellville, Logan county, where “r, Earp taught school 
a few few years, thence to Morgan Town, Butler county, where he taught several more 
years, tke was a school teacher by profession, also a hicensed preacher in the i.,E, 
church, From Butler county he moved to Ohio county, improved a farm and lived there 
for about 20 years, 

They raised all the children born to them, lived to see ell married and settled 
in life. Inthe year 1847 ur, Barp, his wife and their sons and daughters with the 
families moved from Kentucky to Illinois, settling in Monmouth, Yarren county, lr, 
Earp lived ebout six years after they moved here and died in ithe city of Monmouth 
in the 66th year of his age, 

Mrs, Earp was described as an extraordinary woman both as regards her physical as 
well as her Spiritual nature and life, Physically she was not very stout and for 
many years before “r, Earp's death she was very weakly, After he died she grew 
healthier and stronger, as though God spared her life for the benefit and consolation 
of her children to instruct and comfort them in the way of life. She was described 
as a woman of strong mind and quick preception, quick to discern between the right 
end the wrong and upheld the right, put her faith and trust in God, and promises 
were stronger still, She always had an abiding faith in God's word, and the promises 
of Jesus Christ and taught her children accordingly, 

"Vy father snd mother both were “ethodists of the old type of -ethodism as was 
Methodism is the cays of Vesley, “hitefield, Embury, Asbury and weSendree, some of 
whom they heard preach, Their house was home end very often a preaching place for 
the itinerant “etnodist preachers of the orthodox denomination as well in the 
southwest portion of Kentucky where they lived," he wrote, - : 

She lived to be a good old age and died on tHe 24th of September in the city of 
Monmouth, “arren county, being 91 years and 27 days old, leaving behind her 8 child 
ten living, being the mother of 9 children, the grandmother of 85 and the great- 
grandmother of 130, and the great-great-grandmother of 13 children, making in all 237 
of the family, 

She died as she lived, full of faith and hope; died as quietly as a child going 
to sleep in its mother's arms, Writing of “rs, Earp, her son, J.,Earp said he had 
not been premitted to see his mother but twice in 34 years and the last time 3 
weeks befors she died, at the anniversary of her 9ist birthday, traveling 400 miles 

in order to be ther for that purpose and to see her once and his brother and sis- 
ters all of whom he had not seen for 25 years, 

This was a joyful meeting indeed, There were 85 of her grand and grest-grandchiid- 
ren present on that occasion in the City of Monmouth, He realized that was the last 
time they woubd meet this sids of the judgement har. "But we parted with out mother 
with full assurance thet we would meet agin at the last day never to part any more, 
Ker funeral sermon was preached by Bros, Cumnons, the stationed preacher of the city 
of Monmouth in the Methodist church attended by a large concourse of friends and 
weeninge relativeaan " ha

I am now 93 years old, Am the only living first cousin of Wyatt, My father 
was Jonathan, “yatt's father was Nicholas, We all lived here at Lamar, Mismrui- 
just after the Civil War, I am the only living relative that worked with Wyatt at 
Dodge City in the early days, I was a Deputy U.S,lMarshall there, I lived at

mained there 40 years, Lived althogether in Kansas 50 years, I was born in ho,

mention Yyatt and at beast ore cf his bretners ana 59 eniries which nention Wyatt 
alone, Those who wish to study the career of Wyatt should get the bibliogravhy and 
start in, 
4t isworth noting, however, that John “vers in his book "The Lest Chance says 
"much of the writing({ about 7yatt) is of a peesionat2? natvre. Wyatt scemed to have had 
& genius for ernirg either unforgiving enmity cr lasting loyalty." &£nd so you will 
find the literature, some proclaiming the man as a Killer and a coward and some as a 
man of virtue and character, 
With interest we asked the historians of Dodge City what they rememdereA about 
Wyatt, The answer was that he held himseif erect and had a bearing of a man of import-

"In the month of March, 1929 writes “r, Lake," I visited Tombstone, Cochise 
county, Ariz., in search of material for a biography of Vyatt Harp, formerly of Dodges 
City and Tichita end of Tombstone, The particular object wHs to unearth authentic 
records of ‘yatt Earp's compaign, as United States marshal, against the orgsnized 
gon7s of outlaws, rustlers, highwaymen and murderers who operated in Arizona during

of Cochise county had been missing many years and that those pertaining to Vyatt Darp 
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during his career in that county had not been sern since county records were 31 
transferred from the first courthouse to ths second one briltt if83.
